Nathan Mc- 
Donald and six companions whom he 
had invited, wore taking supper at 
Rockwell Park, about one mile from 
Quincy. Borne one, prompt*! probably 
by jealouev, placed dynamite under the 
building and wrecked it. James Bet- 
teraon. foreman in the office of the 
Plnmas Independent, was killed out- 
right. Fred Kaulback had aleg broken, 
Harry Morton an arm broken, Nathan 
McDonald a leg terribly injured, and all 
the others were more or less hurt.

What Some of Them Say About 


the War. 


BAN FBANCISCO, November 27.—The 


Oceanic brought over a dozen mission- 
aries Irom various parts ol China. 
Among them was Dr. U. Blodgett, of 
the American hoard ol foreign missions, 
who has been engaged in missionary 
work in the Orient for forty years. He 
does not believe there is any danger to 
missionaries or other foreigners in 
China, and is returning lor a holiday. 
He eays the murder of Wylie wai the 
only act ol violence committed. 
Tbe Chinese, he says, considered 
Port Arthur impregnable, and it was as 
showily fortified as ingenuity could sug- 
gest. He believes tbe Japanese will 
rapture Peking, although the troops 
must march thirty days to reach.the 
Chinese capital, the capture ol Port 
Arthur will give easy transpprtion to 
Japanese troops.' The ultimate aim ol 
the Japanese is to acquire more ter- 
ritory. 


A United States naval officer who 
came over on the Oceanic says never in 
any war has such patriotism been shown 
as that evidenced by the Japanese. 
Rich and poof ham oontribnt»d to the 
war fund and enrolled themselves as 
members of the Red Cross society, in 
the ranks of which are royal princesses 
and nobles. The society has hospitals 
in every part of the empire and has done 
fine work on the battlefields.

Hake a Disorderly 


Retreat. 


An attempt was rna-^e at 11.30 o'clock 


Monday night to hold up N. M. Decker, 
one of tho car drivers on the Helmont 
lino. The attempt iailed, and tlie fail- 
nro wan due to tho fact that when Mr. 
Decker was ordered to throw up his 
hande ho pulled a bulldog revolver and 
let drive at the robbers about five feet 


He liad eono out on his last trip for 
the night, and had put his horae in tbo 
stablef He had seen, at former times, 
somo suspicious movements on the part 
of strangers, and be was prepared for 
such an emergency as came. At he 
stepped outside the barn door, with Ins 
lantern in one hand and his revolver in 
tho other, two men stepped up, and or- 
dered him to throw up his hands. As 
Ilia hand came up, ho fired, but no 
doubt nilsscd his man, although he can 
hardly understand why ho missed, as 
he was only about five feet away. 
The man backed off aud returned the

Krape, perhaps a roiein eeedintr machine 
is to be the moet desired by consumers 
of one of California's choicest products. 
Colonel Dcnicke ant] associates have not 
yet announced entire satisfaction in 
breeding a seedleRB Muscat grape, but 
the Sanliorn-Averell machine for seed- 
ing raisins ia alleged to be a complete 
pucceea. U is reported that tha new de- 
vice will seed 3000 pounds of raiaina per 
dav, and do the work more perfectly 
and in a more cleanly manner than is 
possible by hand. The machines will 


- not be sold, but raisin seeding syndi- 


cate* are. to be formed in Haw York, 
Obicflgo and San Francisco, to prepare 
rauinuon* large fcale and sell to the 
trade. If euch g. ode shall be put upon 
|he.market at a proper price, the con- 
Mmpt.on of raisins ehould be very 
gnatly increased, for one of the princi- 
pal drawbacks to raisino aa a food haa 
been the seeds they contained, and from 
which they could be freed ouly by in- 
finite patience and much labor. It may 
be that thia mechanical device of Messrs. 
Sanborn and Averell will be worth mil- 
lioni of dollars to the California raisin 
industry, pending the evolution of the 
seedless raisin grape, which it is to be 
hoped will alfn come in due time."
